Eleanor Roosevelt 
Deeply Grieved by 


Farley's Writing 


New York, Aug. 27 — (AP) — 


Mrs. 
Eleanor 
Roosevelt, 
com- 


menting on recent magazine ar- 
ticles by James A. Farley, 
in 


which he expressed doubts of his 
social standing at the 
White 


House, says that "it never occur- 
red to me that Mr. and Mrs. Far- 
ley felt themselves m any group 
different from that which we were 
in". 


A series entitled "Why I Broke 


with Roosevelt", a condensation of 
a book which the former postmas- 
ter general will publish in Feb- 
ruary, recently appeared in Col- 
lier's magazine. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, writing in her 


question and answer column in the 
Ladies Home Journal, says that 
"I am deeply grieved to find that 
Mr. Farley was not the person I 
thought him; or perhaps it would 
be better to say that I am griev- 
ed to find that Mr. Farley has al- 
lowed himself to be made the kind 
of personality that Mr. Trohan, of 
the Chicago Tribune, would in- 
evitably make him". 


(While the widow of the four- 


term president did not 
further 


identify Trohan, she apparently 
referred to Walter Trohan of the 
Washington staff of the Chicago 
Tribune. 


Xrohan's Comment 


(Trohan, in Washington, 
said 


that "Mrs. Roosevelt should have 
waited, I think, until she could 
read the whole book. I am not 
making anybody any kind of per- 
son. At Farley's order I am try- 
ing to gather his material togeth- 
er. He has okayed every word of 
the book which comes from the 
words he dictated at the moment. 
If she objects, as I assume she 
does, to the delineation of her 
husband, that comes 
from

own

which were taken by Farley at his 
conferences •with the president". 


Farley, former ohairman of the 


Democratic national 
committee, 


has said his relations with Roose- 
velt were "basically political and 
seldom social". He said in the 
magazine series:

Jackson vs. Black 
Supreme Court Feud 
May Flare Up Again 


Crampton Harris, Lawyer 


in Previous Row, Back 


with Another Case 


Washington, Aug. 27—lAP) — 


The Supreme court feud between 
Justices Robert H. Jackson and 
Hugo Black may be headed for a 
showdown this fall. 


Jackson, in his unprecedented 


statement from Nuernberg, Ger- 
many, 14 months ago. took his 
colleague sharply to task for par- 
ticipating in a 1945 portal-to-por- 
tal mmepay case filed by Black's 
former law partner. 


He said he would speak out 


asain if there were a repetition of 
the circumstances. 
Black never 


replied publicly. 


The United Mine Workers, win- 


ners of the 5 to 4 decision, were 
represented by Crampton Harris, 
Black's one-time office partner in 
Birmingham, Ala. 


Now Han is has returned to the 


court with a new case, this time 
as counsel for the Jackson Securi- 
ties & Investment Co., of Birm- 
ingham.

He has asked the high court to 


review the company's claim that it 
is entitled to pay for services in 
obtaining a tennant for a proper- 
ty owned by the Prudential In- 
surance Compajiy of America. 


The court will announce early 


in its new term beginning in Oc- 
tober whether it will grant the 
company a review.

by Harris, Jackson likely will be 
heard from. 


Jackson was on leave from the 


bench as chief American prosecu- 
tor at the na7>i war crimes trial 
when the long-smouldering feud 
broke into the open. 


Uncovered By Newspaper 


He wrote the dissenting opin- 


ion in the mine pay case and later, 
when a petition for review of the 
decision was denied, wrote a con- 
curring opinion critical of Black's 
participation. 


Nearly a year later, a newspa- 


per column told of the feud and 
said 
Black 
regarded 
Jackson's 


opinion as 'a slur upon his per- 
sonal and judicial honor."

(AP)—A four-man U. S. court, 
opening the war crimes trial of

I. G. Farben chemical trust, heard 
the prosecution chaise today that 
they deliberately fostered 
Adolf 


Hitler's wars of aggression 
for 


their own profit. 


And ' further than that, Brig. 


Gen. Telford Taylor told the court, 
they would breed a new war if 
they got another chance. 


"These are the men who made 


war possible, and they did it be- 
cause they wanted to conquer," 
said Taylor, the 
United States 


chief of counsel for war crimes. 


"These men were governed by 


the same unquenchable thirst for 
power that for years has gripped 
and distorted the minds of the 
military caste and many other 
leading Germans. Their long range 
objective was ultimately Farben's 
domination of the chemical indus- 
try of the world. 


"What these men did was done 


with 
utmost 
deliberation 
and

Plan Splits State Into 74 


General 
Hospital 


Service Areas

Springfield, 111.. Aug. 27—<AP) 


—Illinois has drawn up a 5400,- 
000,000 long: range general hos- 
pital program 
and placed 
it on 


community doorsteps. 


The plan, result of a two year 


study and survey of existing facil- 
ities, divides the state into "4 gcr.- 
eral hospital service areas design- 
ed to afford health and hospital 
care to even the remotest sections. 


It proposes new hospitals in 20 


of the 74 areas and modernization 
and expansion of existing: facilities 
in most of the others. 


The survey was directed by Dr. 


Henrietta Herbolsheimcr, chief of 
the state health department's di- 
vision of maternal and child hy- 
giene, who said more than half of 
the 102 counties in Illinois either 
have no hospitals or inadequate 
facilities.
